Information Disclosure Statement 
1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 08/07/01 , 07/30/01 has been 
considered. 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in pubhc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Boden (US 
5,633,686). 

Re claim 17, Boden discloses a closed circuit television (CCTV) system (fig. 1) 
comprising: 

a number of cameras (Video 1 -Video 4 of fig. 1) for generating picture signals; 

a muhiplexer (10 of fig. 1) allotting identification information to each of the picture 
signals received firom the cameras, said identification information being represented by a 
predetermined number of bits (8 bits per video) so that a number of available identifications is 
twice or more than the number of the cameras (one video has 8 bits so four videos have 8x4 
bits, a number of identifications is more than the number of camera); and 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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a picture signal storage medium (col. 2, lines33-34) for storing the picture signals and 
allotted identification information output fi-om the multiplexer. 

4. Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Pshtissky et al. (US 
5,019,905). see figs 1 and 3, the recording medium comprises 4 ID bits of each cameras that 
show the E) bits more than the number of camera, 4 bits/camera, 16 cameras have 16x4 bits. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

6. Claims 1 8-20 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
